MANILA ON FIRE. 


Stringent Military Rule for 


Safety of the City, 


Monadnock Shelling the Kebels. 


SKirmishes at Several Points 


and Insurgents Thwarted. 


WANItA ON FIRE.

Rebels Sbootlug: American*. Otis in- 


stituted Curlew lu tlie City. Sit- 


uation Serious. 


Manila, Feb. 23—With daylight this 


morrung the enemy commenced their 
worrying tactics at various points of 
the American line with the apparent 
purpose of withdrawing attention from 
the affairs of the city. An attempt to 
rush our lines near Caloocan was 
promptly checked by the artillery. 
There was desultory firing all this 
morning. 


For two hours -the monitor Monad- 


nock hurled 10-inch shells over the 
American lines, into 
bodies of the 


enemy. Our casualties so far are one 
killed and 10 wounded. 


At 11 o'clock there were sharp en- 


gagements at the Chinese cemetery, 
San Pedro and Macati simultaneously. 
Artillery flre in both places drove the 
enemy back. Firea were burning: in a 
dozen places outside, some probably 
due to the Monadnock's shells. The 
natives threaten to burn Escolata, a 
walled city tonight Scores of rebels 
have been arrested, among them a 
band of 60 with two car loads of arms 
and accoutrements. Business is prac- 
tically suspended. A loss of half 
a 


million occurred from fire last night 
in the city. The buildings in three ! 
sections of the city we..e fired. 


Curlew in Jtlanlla. 


General Otis today ordered all the 


inhabitants of Manila to confine them- 
selves at thfir homes after 7 o'clock at 
night when the^streets will be cleared 
by the police. The general warns the 
Incendiaries and suspects will be se- 
verely dealt with if discovered. 
Ex- 


traordinary precautions will be taken 
for the suppression of further trouble 
threatened tonight 
Fire has been 


burning all day in the Tondo district, 
smoking the rebels 
out from 
the 


houses where they fired on the Ameri- 
cans. 
Two American 
soldiers were 


killed this morning, and eight wounded 
by sharpshooters. 


Reinforcement* for Otis. 


Washington, Feb. 23—The war de- 


portment has arranged to despatch the 
Ninth Infantry now at New York and 
the Sixth Infantry at San Antorua to 
reinforce General Otis at Manila. They 
go via San Francisco and the trans- 
ports will be ready March 15.

Manila, Feb 23.—nnmcore damage has 


been done by flres, started by insurgents 
last night. 
The fire department has 


experienced great difficulty In lighting 
the flames, owing to defective apparatus. 
There was some fighting in the streets 
during the night, but the Americans 
quickly quelled the uprising. 
< A number of the insurgents were killed 
and several American soliders were 
wounded. 


A large market place was among- the 


first to burn. 
Between 600 and 700 res- 


idences and business house? have been 
destroyed. 
Fires were started at sev- 


eral points simultaneously, and, spread- 
ing with great rapidity, resisted all ef- 
forts to control them. 


Hundreds of homeless natives were 


huddled In the streets, making the pa- 
trol duty of the Americans very difficult. 


At 8 o'clock an Incendiary flre occurred 


In a block of brick buildings occupied by 
Chinese on Calle Lacoste, in the Santa 
Cruz district. A stiff breeze was blowing 
and the Inflammability of the structure 
caused the blaze to spread with alarm- 
Ing rapidity. The city flre department 
was hopelessly Incompetent and 
th« 


English volunteer brigade from Santa 
Mess, was summoned, and with a modern 
engine, pumping adequate streams from 
the canal, succeeded, after four hours' 
work, in getting the blaze under con- 
trol. 


Meantime the entire block and the 


greater part of two others across the 
street were completely gutted. 


Hundreds of Inhabitants were rendered 
homeless.

The Chinese End naUvee lined the ad- 


Jacent streets, while" hundreds more. 
fearing a general conflagration, removed 
their furniture and other portable foods 
In every direction within a radius of a 
quarter of a mile when the alarm was 
first given. 


General 'Hughes 'personally euperln* 


tended the police arrangements. The 
whole city was thoroughly patrolled and 
guards were doubled, Every available 
man was dispatched t?the region of the 
flre. Impediments were placed In the 
way of the firemen; and the hose was cut 
flye different times. Tfclf/Multed In aJJ 


tne natives being driven off the streets, 
those in the immediate vicinity of the 
blaze being corralled In vacant lots and 
guarded until the excitement was over. 
In many instances the natives were in- 
solent and pald.no regard to the orders 
given them, and the soldiers were com- 
pelled to use harsh measures.. The butts 
of their rlfleg and their t>ayonets were 
freely applied. 


The danger from live electric light 


wires necessitated the closing of the cir- 
cuit in the burring region, and the only 
light in certain parts of the city was that 
furnished by the blaze. 


Shortly after midnight, another big 


flre was started in the Tondo district. 
where the natives are thickest, and when 
the firemen and soldiers attempted to 
work a regular fusillade of rifle and re- 
volver shots were fired from the windows 
and roofs of buildings. 
The firemen, 


escorted by soldiers, proceeded to clean 
out the houses, while the fire was un- 
heeded. 


The Thirteenth Minnesota was re- 


inforced by detachments from the Thh-d 
infantry, the Second Oregon, the Third 
artillery and the Tenth Pennsylvania. 


Bullets flew in every direction in al- 


most every street in the Tondo and 
Binondo district, causing the most in- 
tense excitement. Captain Robinson of 
company C, Thirteenth Minnesota, and 
three men were wounded. 


Many timid persons, Imar/nlng that 


the rebels bad effected ai 
entrance 


through the American lines, and were 
advancing into the city, hurried fran- 
tically from their hotels and houses, only 
to be stopped at the first corner by a 
guard. 
The sounding of a native bugle 


call, immediately preceding the firing, 
lent color to the story. 


Thousands of Chinese crossed 
the 


bridges and plazas under flre, hurrying 
with their bundles to the Chinese con- 
sulate. 
All night long the fire spread 


through the Tondo district, sweeping 
away rows of houses, and devastating 
acres of territory. 


The damage was Inestimable. 
With 


daylight punitive measures were1 de- 
cided upon, and the Americans, though 
tired after their sleepless night's work, 
poon cleared the district of every native 
after a slight resistance. }

HAGAM ACQUITTED 


Bat

John Chance It Found Guilty 


•Winduring Clerk Kimnell. 


Boston, Feb. 23.—John H. Chance, 


"guilty of murdpr in the secona degree." 
Arthur Hagan, "not guilty." Such was 
the verdict reached in the Russell mur- 
der case after a deliberation of 21 hours 
and a half, the jury having gone out 
on Tuesday at 5.30 p. m., and reached 
a conclusion at 3 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. 


A pathetic inrldent in the case is that 


yesterday was Chance's birthday, he be- 
ing 32 years old, and a commitment to 
life imprisonment, which is the penalty 
for the crime of which he was convicted. 
Is a birthday gift which seldom falls 
to the lot of a man. Although there was 
not the air of bravado about him, he ap- 
pears satisfied with the verdict, and 
when his counsel. Judge Harriman, ap- 
proached him, he grasped his hand and 
was hearty in his words of thanks for 
the able efforts of both Mr. Harriman 
and Mr. Wardner in his behalf. 


After the court room was cleared of 


spectators, the condemned and acquitted 
were brought forth from the cage, and 
Hagan was accorded quite a reception, 
receiving the congratulations of counsel 
and others. 
He expressed his thanks 


to his counsel, and later to some re- 
porters stated that all he wished to say 
was that he felt deeply grateful to the 
men who conducted his defense. 
Both 


men were then taken to the detention 
room, whei e Hagan was given in charge 
of Officer Farrell, who soon conducted 
him away to the Jail, where he must 
pass a few weeks before being given his 
liberty. 


The crime for which Chance was con- 


victed was committed on the evening 
of April 4, 1S9S, at about 8 o'clock in the 
evening, when Charles H. Russell, a 
drug clerk, employed In Chapin's drug 
store, under the United States hotel, was 
shot twice in the back, and died in a few 
moments 


After the formalities attending th« dis- 


charge of the jur> had been completed, 
Arthur Hagan was ordered discharged. 
As he stepped from the doclf a warrant 
was served by an officer from the South 
Boston house of correction. It seems 
that in 1897 Hagan was sentenced to that 
institution for larceny, and before his 
time was up he escaped. It is to com- 
plete that sentence that he was re-ar- 
rested. 


Chance takes his conviction very much 


to heart, while Hagan felt happy. Both 
men express g'-eat satisfaction at the de- 
fense offered by their counsel. No dato 
for the sentencing of Chance was set by 
the court.

that a certain $10 treasury note of the 
series of 1815, which was forwarded to 
the treasury depaitment by the Fotirth 
National bank some time ago. is to be 
paid. The note was received at the 
bank abont a month ago from the First 
National bank of Westfield. Masa Bow 
it came into the possession of that in' 
Htitution is not known here. The note 
was taken to the stibtreasnry and re- 
turned, as the officials there bad no way 
of proving its genuineness nor any 
available fnnda to cash it 
On Deo. 13 


the note was. sent to Washington, 
where, after various inspections, refer- 
ences and conferences it has been iden- 
tified with others of- the same issne 
The issue was authorized on Feb. 24, 
1815. to pay arrearages in the expenses 
of the war of 1812 It was for $25.000,- 
000 originally, and the act allowed the 
reissuaace of notes or their conversion 
into bonds Of thie amount. $8.302.394 
was actnally issned and $7,182.740 re- 
issued 
The notes were redeemable in 


nine years or convertible into govern- 
ment bonds 
When the noted them- 


selves were for amounts greater than 
$100. 
they bore interest, but for lesa 


amounts were payable to bearer, and 
did not draw iuteiett nntil converted. 
Nearly all the issue was soon retired, 
and the last note received at the treas- 
ury prior to the one now in hand was 
presented in 1842.

The redemption of the note now in 


hand, as directed by Treasurer Roberta, 
will be chargeable to the public debt 
matured prior to 1861 The note is held 
to be goud for its face value, because 
no date of maturity is mentioned on it 
Some of the notes of tbe iume issue 
have been declared worthless, it is said, 
because they were not properly stamped 
and signed. —New York Sun.

DICKENS AND FROEBEL. 


What the NoiclUt Did For ChU*> 


hood—HU Work For Bdneatlon. 
Froebel nnd Dickens, it is claimed, 


are the best interpreters of Christ's 
ideals of childhood. The philosophy of 
Froebel and the stories of Dickens are 
in perfect harmony. The two great re- 
formers protested vigorously against 
the interference of intermeddling adults 
with the full development of the indi- 
viduality of the child. They recognized 
the divinity in each child so folly that 
they objected to all "stamping and 
molding'' processes by which its self- 
hood was dwarfed o/ warped. Other ed- 
ucators and reformers had considered 
the problems of human evolution from 
the standpoint of the' adult and had 
asked, "What can we do to fit the child 
for its work?" Froebel and Dickens 
asked, "How can we help the child to 
grow by its own self activity?" They 
were tho groat apostles of childhood. 
They began the straggle for the free- 
dom of childhood from the restrictive 
interference of adulthood. • 


Dickens is commonly regarded merely 


as an educational critic, This is a nar- 
row nnd unfair view. He was a great 
critic. He aroused the indignation of 
tho civilized world against those who 
treated childhood inhumanly, and the 
hatred of adult tyranny which ho awak- 
ened developed a loving sympathy for 
children. But he could not have so 
clearly expo: ^d the wrong in education 
without hav ig a definite conception of 
the right. E was the greatest destruc- 
tive educational critic, but he was also 
a most advanced, positive, constructive 
educator. There is no great ideal of the 
"new education" which is not revealed 
by Dickens •> i his novels or his miscel- 
laneous writings. 


Dickens was the first Englishman of 


note to advocate tbo kindergarten. In 
July, 1855, he published an article of 
11 columns in Household Words, which 
would take \ leading place if compared 
with the papers read at a meeting of 
the Interna onal Kindergarten union 
today.—Jan 5s L. Hughes in Century.

Option* on Several Important Fac- 


tories and Tobacco Growing Land* 
Obtained—A Talk Wltb Fraaclico 
Garcia. 
Several rnmora have reached New 


York from time to time of a syndicate 
which was forming to buy up the to- 
bacco lands in Cuba, says the New York 
Tribune. These have had to do princi- 
pally with a combination in which 
American capitalists were concerned 
It was reported a day 01 two ago in a 
Havana newspaper that'n second Amer- 
ican syndicate was in process of forma- 
tion, and .it ia now learned that prior 
to the appearance of the American 
operators a foreign syndicate bad se- 
cured an option on a number of fac- 
tories with tobacco bearing lands. 


Thii present indications are that it 


will now resolve itself into a race 'be- 
tween the two syndicates as to which 
will secure the valuable properties nec- 
essary to iJdlre the operations of a syn- 
dicate successful. 
From what was 


learned the Americans arc now iu a 
safe position to get all they want, the 
only further thing necessary being a 
speedy culmination of their pinna and 
a positive forciing of tho syndicate. 


Although the matter has been in con- 


templation for some time, as indicated 
in Havana dispatches, and although 
ihere is every indication that the syndi- 
cate will be formed it can be_«positively 
asserted that up to the present time the 
final steps have not been taken. The 
present plan is to consummate the deal 
if possible within the next two weeks, 
and unless this is done the options will 
be lost 
The persons, however, who 


have been intrusted with an investiga- 
tion of the situation are said to be well 
pleased with the outlook, and there is 
little or no doubt that the matter will 
reach a bead before the time limit ex- 
pires. Hugo O A. von Reizenstein is 
the man who at present represents the 
syndicate in Cuba, and he has already 
secured enough options to assure the 
success of the project. Among the bet- 
ter known factories which are secure to 
the American syndicate at present are 
those of Perico Murias, Flor de Cuba 
and Manuel Garcia. The options on 
these factories include large areas of 
valuable tobacco land. 


The history of the present syndicate 


dates back to last September. 
Immedi- 


ately after the signing of the peace 
protocol a number of men conceived the 
idea of forming it. They called upon 
Francisco Garcia,' who has for the last 
40 years divided hia time between Ha- 
vana and New York. Mr. Garcia is a 
large manufacturer and at the present 
time has over 8,000 men working in 
his factories in Cuba- He was asked to 
formulate a definite plan, and it was 
proposed in the event of the syndicate 
being formed that he should undertake 
the management of its affairs in Cuba. 
Mr. Garcia accepted the offer and out- 
lined the plan. 
H& then started for 


Spain, where he went to celsbiate his 
brother's birthday It was understood 
that as soon as he returned he would 
begin his active duties for the syndi- 
cate 
Upon arriving at Callao he was 


just in time to attend his brother's fu- 
neral, the latter having died while Mr. 
Garcia was on the voyage. 


A few week's ago Mr. Garcia went to 


Havana in the interest of his business 
He returned a day or two ago and was 
seen by a Tribune reporter at his home 
immediately after his arrival 


"I think the syndicate is as good as 


formed," he said. "If it is formed, it 
will certainly be one of the biggest 
things of the century, and in eight or 
ten years it will contro^all of the to 
bacco in Cuba. If all the available land 
is naed, the annual crop will amount to 
between $35.000,000 and 140,000,000 
The intention is0to begin with about 
$10,000,000. enough to control three- 
quarters of thi; crop, besides the fac- 
tories. The only persons who might lose 
by such a combination are the farmers 
and the cigar makers. A profit will cer- 
tainly result to those who make the in- 
vestment 


"Although I bad announced my de- 


termination not to .go into the syndi- 
cate after my return from Spain, I have 
made np my mind to enter it if it is 
formed. I did not go to Cuba in con- 
nection with this, however. 
While 


there Mr. Retzenstein camo with letters 
from an old friend asking me to do 
what I could. 1 would refuse the per- 
son in question nothing, and I began to 
investigate the matter at once. I found 
that some English capitalists had secur- 
ed options on several good factories, 
but I have arranged it aothat the Amer- 
ican syndicate will have a two weeks' 
option on them, nnd by that time it is 
altogether likely that the matter will 
be settled. If the syndicate is formed, I 
will manage its Cuban business. 


"Options have already been obtained 


on 12 or 14 of the best factories in Ha- 
vana. The idea is to buy these factories 
for about what they are worth and for 
the time being to buy tobacco enough 
to supply their needa As time goes on 
more land will be bought The coming 
crop will be remarkably fine in quality, 
though considerably below the normal 
quantity 


"I have made a careful survey of the 


farming regions and estimate the crop 
will be between 80,000 and 100,000 
bales of Vultas, between 12,000 and 
15,000 bales of Parlielos and between 
85.000 and 30.000 bales of Santa Clara. 
The entire crop this year will be less 
than one-fourth of an ordinary crop."

These, 
with the 25 women and children, who 
were picked up by the tank steamer 
Weehawken, and landed in Ponta Del 
Gada, Azore islands, a week ago, arc 
all that have been heard of the crew of 
S9 men and 11 passengers which the 
Bulgaria had aboard v hen she sailed 
from New York for Bremen, Jan. 28. 

The 
four rescued men are: Second Mate O. 
Scharges, Quartermasters Carl Ludtke 
and John Schulz, and Seaman William 
Starke. 


Captain Wetherell said that he sighted

The story of the experience of the 


Bulgaria and her passengers and crew, 
as told by Second Officer Scharges, is a 
thrilling- one. 


"On Feb. 1, at about S p. m.," said he,- 


"a hurricane of so severe a nature waa 
encountered, that it was found impos- 
sible to make any headway, and at 2 
a. m. the following day we were forced 
to heave to. 
The flying bridges, both 


fore and aft, were carried away, and 
seamen and passengers were afraid to 
-venture on deck for fear of being swept 
into the se.a. About 7 a. m. the spring-in 
the rudder, which was used to break the 
strain of heavy seas, collapsed, and soon 
afterwards the entire steering gear was 
washed away. 
The steamer then fell 


Into the trough -of the sea and was left 
at the mercy of wind and waves. 


"Sea after sea swept over us, smashing 


in the doors of the cabin aJid deckhouses, 
flooding the main deck, washing In the 
awning deck, and creating havoc and 
disorder all over the ship. One hundred 
horses, stabled on the upper forward 
deck, stampeded, and in their fright 


passengers were in the steerage. 
They 


were mostly Germans from 
different 


parts of the United States. She was not 
a regular liner, and had been in the

DENS OF HORROR. 


The PrlsouB of Morocco Are Hotbeds 


of Deadly Diacoac, 


The prison system and treatment of 


prisoners are worse in Morocco than in 
any other country in the .world. 


Men are arrested—often merely to 


spite some one whom they have been BO 
unfortunate as to offend and who pos- 
sesses eome piower—and flung into pris- 
on, where they would be left to starve did 
pot their relatives or friends bring them 
food, for no arrangements whatever are 
made by the authorities for the feeding 
of prisoners. All that is provided is a 
prison, generally crowded with prison- 
era dying in the most loathsome and in- 
fectious diseases, dark and unventilated, 
and custodians who aie quite as brutal 
and savage aa the prison system itself. 


Prisoners are cast into these hotbeds 


of disease, generally without the most 
farcical pretense of a trial, to die and 
rot if their crimes are light or their 
enemies impotent. Otherwise they are 
probably tortured in eome way or an- 
other. Starving merely is too good for 
them in the opinion of the authorities. 


Not long ago a merchant who had 


dared to claim payment for goods sup- 
plied to a friend of one of the court offi- 
cials was cast into prison without trial, 
and after suffering torments in the 
midst of a mass of diseased humanity 
for months was taken out, shoved into 
a barrel fitted with long spikes and 
rolled down a high styep hill. The bar- 
rel eventually plunged into the sea with 
its torn and mangled cargo. Imprison- 
ment, torture and death for daring to 
present his bill!—Cincinnati Enquirer.

The late Earl of Cawdor was the 


owner of two charming residences in 
Wales—Stackpole Court, 
Pembroke- 


shire, where he died, and Golden 
Gro^e, 
Carmarthenshire—but 
these 


were mere pleasure houses by compari- 
son with the ancestral home of the 
Campbells, Cawdor cattle at Nairn. 
This fine north British dwelling re- 
mained almost undisturbed from tbo 
death of Sir Hugh Campbell in 17.'3 
for a period of nearly 160 years, whtn 
it was conscientiously restored by iis 
late owner, Cawdor castle itself had 
its rise in a fierce and wild age, around 
which traditions of a hazy nature clus- 
ter. It is a legend in Nairn that tha 
murder by Macbeth was committed in 
ait old chamber of the castle tower, 
and visitors wishing to conduct them- 
selves with gravity and respectful rever- 
ence are expected to receive this story 
with an expression of solemnity not un- 
tinged with awe. That, the "silver 
sirin" of King Duncan was "laced with 
bis golden blood" in this particular 
apartment is a fable that need not now 
be enlarged upon.

The story goes that the 
thane who founded it was much con- I 
cerned abont tbe choice of an abode j 
and was warned in a dream to place his i 
worldly wealth in a coffer and to bind 
it upon tbe back of an ass and wher- 
ever the animal should halt to set 
abont his work. The ass "came to a 
sandstill at the russetburn at the third 
hawthorn from the starting point" and 
lay down. Curiously enough, as if to 
confirm this tradition, to this day in I 
the dungeon beneath the tower a haw- | 
thorn growa The other two trees have 
disappeared, the last one as lately as 
1836. Many stirring tales are told of 
the later history of Cawdor castle, 
which came to be left untenanted for 
long years owing to the Campbells de- 
parting for Wales, where they married 
young ladies with ample fortunes.— 
at James Gaiette.

The "green ray," an optical phenom- 


enon which has been made the founda- 
tion of a story by Jnlea Verne, ia a 
flash of greenish light seen as the limb 
of the sun rises or sets under certain 
conditions of the atmosphere. The sea 
horizon is good for observing it, but 
the effect is occasionally seen in the Alps 
or other mountains, and, according to 
Piot Bey in a paper to the Academic-des 
Sciences, Paris, it is often to be observ- 
ed in Egypt from the point of the del- 
ta to Alexandria or Suez, either at rise 
or set of sun. 


The ray is distinctly risible, and al- 


ways of an emerald green, which is 
brighter as a rule at sunrise than sun- 
set. At sunset, when the eye can follow 
the effect b- ter, the ray sometimes ap- 
pears longer and ultimately takes a blue 
tinge. This blue ray has also been ob- 
served preceding the "green ray" at sun- 
rise, for exa iple, by Mr. WUliam Gaff, 
near the ruins of Memphis, not far from 
the stepped lyramid of Saggarah. He 
even thinks i,he ancient Egyptians were 
familiar with it, because in monuments 
of the fifth dynasty and others tho sign 
of "Kha," jepresenting the rising sun, 
has the outer streak of a blue color and 
the two innT streaks are green.

Work done at the lowest 
pric«6 ixwuible for good work 


c>i work cdMrtuilg glvfi, 


From the year 1858 to that of 1887 


| there were no less than seven British, 
| French, German and American cruiseri 


constantly cruising m the waters of the 
China and Java seas after pirates. Dur- 
ing this lime over 100 piratical craft 


\ were captured, a dozen or 16 strong- 
| holds broken up arid at least 3,000 
\ "blnck flags" were killed offhand or 
| sent ashore to be hung. The cruisers 
] though c they bad finished their wor't, 
l but in 1860 several traders \thich had 
| been fitted out at Bantam, Bntavia and 


Singapore were overhauled by pirates 
and their crews butchered. When we 
arrived at Singapore in 1870 in the 
British gun brig Vixen, a nest of pi- 


> rates bad been located on one of the is- 


lands off the west coast of Java, and we 


j had orders to proceed to the spot and 


cldan them ont. We overhauled our 
armament, took in a lot of ammunition 
and strengthened onr crew by 14 men 
before sailing These men were drafted 
oat of a crew belonging to a man-of- 
war which bad been wrecked on the 
Malay coast, and all were old hands. 
The captain got his bearings from some 
source unknown to ns, and when we 
left Singapore the brijg was headed to 
the east 
We jogged along down the 


coast of Sumatra for a week without 
any unusual incident, and though wa 
spoke a score of craft none of them bad 
any information about the pirate. The 
crew had begun to ridicule the idea 
when something occurred to open onr 


I eyes very wide. 
\ 
One morning, about an hour after 


daylight, we came np with a Dutch 
trader, which was taking care of her- 
self. AH her sails had been cut away, 
ropes were flying in every direction, 
and she was so low in the water thnt 
we wondered why she didn't go dowr 
When a boat pnlled o3f to her, it was > 
find the captain mortally wounded and 
his wife and two sailors, stiff and dead 
and horribly mutilated, on the deck be- 
side him. We got him off, but had no 
time to give the bodies burial before 
the little craft went down The captain 
was a man about 40 years of age, and, 
though hardlv alive when we found 
him, be rallied enough to tell his storv. 


The trader had E--a trafficking along 


the Java coast and had finally completed 
his cargo and beaded tor Singapore. 
Just at sranset on the previous evening 
he had been overhauled by a native 
craft, carrying about ,40 men 
He was 


then about ten miles off the coast and 
about five miles south of an island 
known as Queen's Bower 
He had no 


suspicion whatever of the natives, and 
the first thing he knew they boarded bis 
craft and began to cut and slash When 
they had finished the crew, they began 
to plunder and strip the vessel and were 
With her until midnight. Belore leaving 
they bored her full of holes, and we had 
reached her just in time to rescue the 
captain 
The first craft was joined by 


two others later oil, and the three car- 
ried ac least 100 desperate tellows The 
captain heard and understood enough to 
satisfy him that they were an organized 
gang of pirates and th.it they were also 
well equipped tor their bloody busineso. 


The island mentioned was not over 


20 miles away, and as the Java sea was 
and is a great highway it did not seem 
possible due men would take snch a 
risk as those pirates had 
The trader 


said that no Jess than three friendly 
sails were in sight when he was at- 
tacked, but ail too far away to signal, 
even if he had been warned in time to 
do something Owing to the shoals sur- 
rounding the island our craft could not 
approach near enough to use her guns 
and shell the fellows out, and we were 
not strong enough to land from our 
boats and deal with them. The sight of 
an armed vessel nosing around would 
put the pirates on their guard, and so 
it was resolved to play them a Yankee 
trick. We rail' into a Hay on the coast 
and set to work 


You are probably aware of the fact 


that an English man-of-war, no matter 
how largo or |iow small, is a pattern nf 
neatness and regulation, and the cut of 
her sails will alone establish her identi- 
ty while her bull is yet below the wa- 
ter line. We had therefore to undo and 
overhaul a great deal 
We put every- 


thing in M enimg contusion aloft, dis- 
guised I. - Lull as much a.s possible, and 
when \\ti i. it the bay the Shark had the 
look of a merchantman which bad been 
through a typhoon and was too short 
handed to make repairs The Dutch cap- 
tain died on the day alter we found 
him, and his last words were a prayer 
that we might fall in with and punish j 
the pirates. 
| 


It was just at daylight that we ap- 


peared off the north coast of the island 
and anchored on a bank about three 
miles from the beach 
Men were sent 


aloft a& if engaged m repairs, a boat 
was got dowu as if to work on the hull, 
and the. bulk of the crew remained in 
hiding below. No doubt the fellows 
ashore had a lookout in some trees, and 
provided with a good glass be could seo 
everything going on aboard. It was 
hardly sunrise when a small native 
waft with feu* meu in her. carao one to 
tuu£6 an invesciguiiuii. our captain 
bailed them, and they replied with 
gestures to signify that they would re- 
turn to the '•bore for help. They evi- 
dently took us for what wo pretended 
to be, and we were piped to breakfast 
fooling that onr ruse would succeed. 


About 8 o'clock, with the wind 


breezing up lively, three native sa 
> 


craft put ont for us. A man aloft win 
n gists* reported that each craft \v:: 
crowded with natives, and it was DO' 
onr plan to weigh anchor and make >. 
little nail and pretend to bo stnndin 
•way from them ne it alarmed. The ob 
joct WM to dr»w them M Jn away 


troru ihore •• poHioie, ud w« bia 
added a mile or more to the distance 
when the foremoit boat came wuhut 
bail 
She hadn't a gnn of any wrt in 


light, but she had 48 desperate looking 
villam* in plain view and every one of 
them had a outlaM and pistol 
While 


her captain woi hailing na in a lan- 
guage no one could understand she was 
slowly edging along down our star board 
quarter 
At the same time d iboond 


craft was drawing ahead on the port 
side, and tho third kept in onr wake 


Only seven or eight men were in sight 


on our decks, and the natives seemed to 
have no suspicion of a trick. The breeze 
WHS a little bit too strong for their 
maneuvering at first, but after we were 
about six miles off shore tho two sud- 
denly closed in to board ns. Our cap- 
tain bad been closely watching them 
and waiting for this move, and of a 
sudden the drum beat to quarters and 
onr decks were alive with men. 


I wjs captain of No 3 gun crow and 


had the honor of firing tho first shot. 
It was a solid ball, and it struck the 
| craft on her port bow and went clean 


through her and dropped into the sr a, 
beyond This opened the fight The na- 
tives instantly realized that they had 
caught a tartar, and they saw, too, that 
their only means of escape lay in cap- 
turing the sin p. Therefore, instead of 
running away, as we had looked for, 
each craft bore down on us to board 
Tuey were handled as easily as an In- 
dian maneuvers a canoe, and it wasn't 
live minutes after the first gun was fired 
ere they were on onr quarters like 
wolves seeking to hamstring a deer. I 
fired another solid shot and then loaded 
with grapo, and this last charge was 
fired right into a mass of natives wait- 
ing to ckurber up the side 
The gun 


next to me fired a solid shot, which 
tore through her bottom, and two min- 
utes later she foundered right alongside 
of ua The second craft got near enough 
to grapple, but the irond were thrown 
off and two guns played solid shot into 
her hnll until she went down stern fore- 
most, leaving 80 men struggling in the 
waves. 


The third craft bad forged ahead, 


sailing five feet to our one, and would 
have boarded us at the bows but for the 
sudden destruction of the others. Their 
fate frightened her off, but she had 
scarcely laid her head for the island 
than it was brought around, as if her 
crew had made some desperate resolve. 
Now occurred a curious thing She had 
about SO men on board, and she came 
down on ns with every one of them 
shouting and screaming and tried to lay 
us aboard. We could have sunk her 
with one gun even, or we could have 
"picked off the whole crew with onr 
muskets before they had crossed the 
rail 
Word was passed to give her a 


full broadside at command, and when 
the smoke cleared away she was not 
to be seen. There were over 20 of the 
pirates hanging to the wreckage around 
us, however, and a boat was lowered to 
pick them up. Yon can judge of their 
desperation when 1 tell yon that every 
one of them fought like a tiger against 
being rescued and that we got only five 
out of the lot. The others we had to 
kill as they floated about, "with the 
sharks snapping at them. Two of the 
five leaped ont of the boat after being 
pulled in and were seen no more, and 
the others gave ns so much trouble that 
the captain swung them np to the yard 
arm. 


Thus not on| single man of the 100 


or more who came out to attack us es- 
caped with his life. I was in one of the 
boats afterward sent ashore to see what 
sort of a lair Che pirates had made for 
themselves. The only human beings 
ashore were an old native woman, a one 
armed Japanese and a white boy about 
14 years of age The boy \v ^ off an 
English trader captured a yar before 
and had been held prisoner ever smee 
He said there were 107 men in the gang, 
and we found enough plunder on the 
island to load our ship 


They had captured about a dozen 


different vessels, large and small, and 
in every case had plundered and sunk 
them 
They did not always kill all the 


crew 
Soon after the boy was captured 


they brought in an American sailor off 
a spice trader 
The lad tiinw him only 


by the uauue of William, but remem- 
bered that his home was in Boston 
It 


turned out that they had spared his life 
to make use of him as a blacksmith, but 
when they found he had no knowledge 
of that work be was put to death with 
great cruelty 
By order oi the chief be 


was hung in chains on a tree about a 
quarter of a mile from the village and 
was five or sis days in dying Ihe boy 
went with us and showed ns his bones, 
still hanging 


The one armed man and the old wo- 


man, assisted by the boy. were the cooka 
for the gang. They at first seemed very 
much alarmed and protested their inno- 
cence of any complicity in the crimes of 
the pirates, but when they came to un- 
derstand that all. the villains bad met 
their fate and that we bad come ashore 
to clear the island of its last bale of 
plunder they suddenly ran into a rude 
storehouse, blocked up the doorway 
with boxes and opened fire on as with 
pistols 
We bad two men wounded be- 


fore we could dislodge them, and they 
were then hanged to the same limb and 
their bodies left to the birds 
What 


plunder we could not bring off we 
burned on the island, and botore leaving 
we set the forest on fire in a dozen 
places, and the flames did not die out 
until the whole length and breadth had 
been swept clean of vegetation,

It has been especially rapid within the 
last dozen years. The work of special- 
ists and the results of extended testa 


I have ended in the production of a weap- 
| on of great accuracy and of titanic- 
| force. The field gnn of today is the fa- 
1 vorite weapon of the military man, and 
] he expects from it somo very remark- 


able demonstrations when opportunity 
to use it occurs. 


Napoleon is credited with the remark 


that Providence is always on the side 
of the heavy artillery, but the artillery 
which Napoleon knew was not worthy 
to be mentioned on the same day with 
the light, graceful and deadly arm with 
•which the moderns are prepared to do 
slaughter.'" The first great step forward 
•was taken when the breechloading ac- 
tion was iayented. Well known scien- 
tific rules of boring and the improve- 
ment in projectiles and powders have 
done the rest. The field gun now in use 
by the powers is as accurate at its range 
as a riSe and has tremendous energy.

The United States has no better field 


guns than those with which the armies 
of Germany and .France are armed, but 


i they are every bit as good. Like our 
! other ordnance, they are all made on 
! this side of the water. 
The American 


I manufacturer yields to no one in ability 


l to make a perfect weapon. Indeed many 


of the chierimprovements in field guns 
and in the larger sizes, sometimes called 
"siege" guns, are the products of Amer- 


i lean brains. 
| 
The field guns of the United States 


I army are made at Watervliet, N- Y., 
' just as the large guns for the navy and 
for coast defense are turned out at 
Washington. 
They have a caliber of a 


little more than three inches, are, of 
course, 
breechloadiug, 
are 
rather 


lengthy for their width and are lightly 
but strongly mounted. They use a point- 
ed shell which explodes either on con- 
cussion or by time fuse, generally the 
former, and are fired with great rapidity. 


Each gun of a battery is in command 


of a lieutenant, who, under the eye of 
his superior, sights it and directs'its 
working. He has his elevation, depres- 
sion and wind gauge formulae at Ma 
fingers' ends, and with him good shoot- 
ing ia mainly a question of care. The 
powder used in these guns is of the 
smaller grained brown hexagonal kind, 
though the pheroidal is preferred for 
some calibers. 


The recoil of this gnn on level ground 


is 26 feet, with the wheels unlocked. 
With the wheels locked it recoils five 
feet, and is run forward and resighted 
very swiftly. 
Its point blank range ia 


2,200 yards. It can be made effective at 
a much greater distance, of course, but 
officers prefer that range for accurate 
shooting. 


It fell to me some seven years ago to 


report the first field trial given the 
Watervliet guns. Three of them were 
sent to Fort Ham Houston at San An- 
tonio, where Light Battery P, Third 
artillery, was stationed under command 
of Major James B. Burbank, a most ca- 
pable officer, now attached to the staff 
of the governor of New York 
Major 


Burbank was instructed to fay them oi. 
thoroughly, and for this purpose select- 
ed an ideal range on Ganahl's ranch, 60 
miles north of San Antonio. 


Tho guns were planted in line and 


20 feet apart on the side of a green hill 
and pointed across a shallow valley. 
On the opposite hill, 2,200 yards away, 
a tent fly was put up as a' target. It 
was 15 by 9 feet in dimension and was. 
Btretched on two poles. At that distance 
it looked like nothing in the world so 
much as a man's pocket handkerchief. 
One shot was fired as a range finder, 
and that shot proved the range was 
found. Then the work began. 


For half an hour these guns pitched 


shells through or under or over the tar- 
get, according to the firing directions, 
with as much accuracy as a man wonld 
nse a Winchester rifle at 100 yards. 
The work was done with the precision 
of a clock. There was the rush of tbe 
piece into its first position, the quick 
command to load, the rapid aim and 
discharge, the faint scream of the shell, j 
the puff of smoke and dull report as it 
struck and the dust rose up in a pillar. 


When xt was ended, we rode across 


the valley and up the opposite slopo to 
the spot where the tent Gy had stood. 
Bits of it lay about here and there. One 
of the poles was bitten short off. For 
60 yards below the other pole, for 30 
yards on either side of it and for 100 
yards above it tho earth wasuot plowed 
—it was harrowed. An ant could not 
have lived on the ground. 


It was not difficult to imagine what 


would have become of an opposing force. 
Men and horses would have been dead 
and all guns dismounted in five minutes 
after the firing began. There could have 
been no better illustration of the abso- 
lutely fatal character of these pieces 
It was found that they did not become 
unmanageable through heat, that the 
breech mechanism displayed no sign of 
strain, that the recoil was not greater 
than was calculated and that accuracy 
was as perfect with the last shell as 
with the first. These findings were ro- 
portecl to the Washington authorities, 
and the manufacture of the guns went 
on. Tho regular army is now thorough- 
ly supplied with them.—Chicago Times- 
Herald.

, Baton Rouge freely translated meant 
red stick.

They have got tired of entertaining 
legislators at New Orleans of late years 
and have unloaded the whole job upon 
the smaller and more nearly defenseless 
city. 


Looking back to those old days, I re- 


call that Louisiana was one of tho very 
few states which required two vents for 
their legislatures. Connecticut was one, 
with Hartford and New Hav«a as cap- 
itals, and Rhode Island, the smallest of 
states, was another, with Providence 
and Newport. Of late years there has 
been a sort of centralization of capitals. 
The fashion of having one at every en- 
terprising dty in a state has fallen into 
disuse. You might tramp all over any 
of the states nowadays and not run the 
risk of blundering into a legislature in 
full blast where it might have been 
least expected. I asked the Pocatello 
man what he thought was the reason 
for the wealth of capitals in earlier 
times. 


"In those days," he said, "the states 


were young and tender and had not 
fully developed their muscle and their 
power of resisting great assaults. It 
was therefore to distribute the evil of 
a legislature sitting over a great deal of 
country so as not to give any particular 
city the worst of it. As time went ~>u 
and a town showed especial hardihood 
and ability to stand great calamity the 
legislature was switched upon it as a 
perpetual and permanent institution. 
New Orleans and Newport and other 
towns which in other days were capitals 
had the good luck to draw two aces and 
to win out, sending the legislature in 
the one instance to Baton Bongo and in 
the other to Providence. It takes a game 
'town to stand a persistent plague of 
legislature."—Chicago Record.

Three conn- 
tries" have black as one of the elements 
of their flags, Germany, Belgium and 
China, but Germany is the only one of 


I three which has black and white to-

There are five countries (excluding 


from consideration Ireland, the familiai 
flag of which is not officially recospized 
among the national standards) which 
have green as a color; Bra7il, the flag 
of which is green jchiefly; Mesico, 
Egypt, Italy and Persia. There ara nine 
countries in which the flag is partly of 
yellow. These countries are Austria 
Spain, Belgium, Egypt, Sweden, China 
Persia, Brazil and Venezuela Countric 
with flags partly white m<^ the Unite 
States, France, Germany, Hussia, Au_ 
tria and Italy, six of tho seven chie^ 
powers. 


There is no white in the nationa 


stimdard of England, but the BntibL 
naval flag has a white background. 
Other countries having white in their 
flags are Switzerland, Turkey, Persia, 
Japan, Mexico, Holland, Denmark, Por- 
tugal, Cuba, Chile and Ecuador, the 
flag of which is nearer white than any 
other country, being made up of two 
parallel white columns, between which 
is a column of blue, upon which are 
white stars.—New York Sun.

It is a drama turning upon 
many scenes, and so one may narrow 
down the list of Its heroes to the indi- 
vidual or Individuals without whose ac- 
tion th* issue must have been reversed. 


No one familiar with Andrew Jack- 


eon's campaign at New Orleans in 
1815—

but is aware that no other commander 
of that time would have met and van- 
quished Pakenham's army. Although 
not decisive In the political sense, the 
battle was the decisive overthrow of a 
military; expedition upon which a na- 
tion bad rested its cause.

koff's. The first I heard of Hawkins 
was that he reached the crossing of San 
Juan ahead of his line and crossed him- 
self upon a log which was in open range 
Of the Spaniard^. Captain Crowell, lead- 
er of the First battalion of the Sixth, in 
Hawkins' brigade, said that he expected 
every moment to see Hawkins go down. 
He is a tall, gray haired war veteran, a 
man of heroic mold and vigorous action, 
whom the eye cannot pass over. Even 
the cavalrymen of the other division 
had a tribute ' to pay Hawkins when 
they described the terrors of San Juan 
ford. "Hawkins was there, and we all 
knew him," <hey said in tones that sig- 
nified that where Hawkins was th'ngs 
would go all right. 


But Hawkins didn't stand to be* gazed 


at and admired. He went alone through 
the fringe of trees and looked San Juan 
hill over for himself. The ga,llant Lieu- 
tenant Ord, chief ald-de-camp to Haw- 
kins, said to the men of his own regi- 
ment, the Sixth, "Boys, you can take 
that hill in SO minutes." Whether this 
was Hawkins* view of it Ord didn't 
live to explain, but Hawkins asked Gen- 
eral Kent the division commander, tc 
let him storm Fort San Juan by the 
flank with the Sixth and Sixteenth reg- 
iments alone. Kent didn't .agree with 
his brave subordinate, but a little later 
formed his division for a direct charge. 
In this charge Hawkins led his brigade, 
the most conspicuous figure in the 
storming line. All that day and the next 
he moved about on the crest just as 
though the Mauser had not yet been 
molded with his name upon it. On the 
evening of the 2d of July, when the Span- 
lards attacked the line, Hawkins was at 
the danger point and received a terrible 
wound in the Instep. But the hero didn't 
give up the command of his men until 
a truce ended the fighting on July 3. 


And all the stories of heroism on San 


Juan ridge are not confined to briga- 
dier*. The soldiers tell of the 10-year- 


teeth of the fire from the Spanish Mau- 
sers covering it from the second crest. 


Roosevelt cannot be forgotten among 


the heroes of San Juan because of the 
wide notice his conspicuous figure at- 


Frankly, though, it was the 


young an<3 "ntried soldiers who most 
admired the rough rider colonel that 
day. His feelings, his impulses, chimed 
in with theirs. Old soldiers, as a rule, 
are stoical and unromantlc. Their high- 
est encomiums for Roosevelt were that 
he has in him the material for a fine 
soldier because he is "optimistic, intelli- 
gent and brave." But the juniors, even 
the graduates from the plains, told with 
a snap in their eyes how he rushed in 
front of the waiting line at the base of 
the slope and said, "If any three men 
will follow me, we'll take that hill." 
They told how he rushed on, leaving his 
command, and didn't stop until the first 
hill had been taken. Gallant' O'Neil, 
following close, was killed in this 
charge. Then Roosevelt pushed on down 
the swale and up the farther slope, 
where he planted his thin line and said 
to all who came up, regulars and volun- 
teers, "This ridge must be held." So it 
was, all through a, born hero burning 
for distinction and risking life and limb 
to win it :n battle. 


But, brave as they were to the last 


man, this gallant company of choice 
spirits, it can be said of none that his 
place might not have been filled that 
day or that his absence might have 
turned the tide. To find such a man 
one must trace the career of Lieutenant 
John H. Parker from his West Point 
academy days through months and 
years of pioneer work, not exempt from 
the ridicule of colleagues and superiors, 
up to the fullness of time when the 
hour struck on San Juan Aslope and the 
hero was there. He was there to saye 
the day, to wrest victory from impend- 
ing disaster. That story will appear in 
Parker's own words. As a searcher for 
inside facts about the taking of San* 
Juan I can tell only briefly what was 
narrated to me by soldiers on the field. 


When the details of the Infantry and, 


cavalry attack were fixed in mind, it 
was still impossible to locate any de- 
cisive stroke. An unimpassloned in- 
quirer 'could only say, "Win f^ I \',\e 
Spaniards quit?" 
This cjtiebL,'j:i was 


anticipated and met by Captain Charles 
Morton, who commanded a battalion of 
the Third cavalry that day on that part 
of the field which lay to the American 
right of the fort. He was very cautious 
and modest, saying, "In my opinion 
Parker's Gatling guns settled the fate 
of Fort San Juan." He went on to say 
that after the cavalry had passed by 
the flank of the fort there was heavy 
fighting at that point, and the sound of 
the action showed that Kent's Infantry, 
the brigades of Wikoff and Hawkins, 
had been checked a little past midway 
of the slope. Then came the wh-r-r-r of 
the Gatlirigs for a few minutes, and si- 
lence fell upon Fort San Juan—silence

get the flag of Fort San Juan in the his existence. He realized that the en- 


tire force of Kent and Wheeler was be- 
ing held on the slopes of San Juan ridge 
and that Lawton's division, instead of 
attacking farther up the same ridge as 
a diversion, was out of that fight for the 
day. Failure to carry and hold San Juan 
ridge, once the issue had been joined on 
its .shot ridden slopes, meant the de- 
struction of every battalion engaged 
'there. It would have been a repulse as 
bloody and decisive as that of Pickett 
at Gettysburg, with a sequel as horrible 
as any battle stampede in history. The 
deadly angle at "Hell's Crossing" was 
behind the rapidly thinning line, then 
almost but not quite up to the crest, and 
tbe key to the field was still in the 
hands of the defiant Spaniards. 


Suddenly, from a coign of vantage far 


in advance of some of the American 
troops, Parker's guns began to play, 
and in the space of eight minutes sifted 
20,000 Krag-Jorgensen bullets along the 
Spanish trenches from the right to the 
left and back again. An officer of the 
Thirteenth infantry, which was hugging 
the ground at a bench some hundred 
yards down the slope from the fort, 
waved his handkerchief to Parker as a 
signal that It was all over. Major Au- 
man, a brave gray haired leader of the 
same regiment sprang to his feet and 
shouted, "Boys, the Spaniards are run- 
ning; forward. Thirteenth!" 
This in- 


spiring battlecry of Auman was heard 
throughout both prostrate brigades, and 
every man took it up and rushed to the 
abandoned trenches and blockhouse. 


There was but one answer to ques- 


tions about the condition and conduct 
of the Spaniards when the line-closed in. 
That was that no Spaniards were seen 
there except the dead and wounded in 
the trenches and those running away. 
The trenches, it was said, were "filled 
with dead and wounded Spaniards." 
Parker's deluge of bullets had done 
fearful work, even giving full credit to 
thp infantry fire 'which had been poured 
in at an elevation from down the slope 
as the infantry advanced. 
, Gatlirjs were not new to the army 
when It set out to smash the Spanish 
power in Cuba: neither was the torpedo 
.a new weapon when Gushing- downed 
t ho Goliathlike Albemarle with one 
small enough to remain hidden under- 
neath his coat. It was the new, bold 
way of doing things which scored big 
results in each case. Nor was Parker's 
battery an ordinary appendage of the 
army outfit, supplied in the routine 
way, like so many other features, good 
or bad, merely because it existed and j 
had a rating in the military returns as 
''on hand for service." Its creation was ' 
due to Parker's individual enthusiasm 
and persistence and Its adoption to the 
sound sense and unconventional meth- I 
ods of the commander of the Santiago' 
expedition. Only six years out of West 
Point the young lieutenant had clung 
to his classroom theories and made a i 
study of rapid fire guns, urging upon 
his elders and superiors their wider use

This was no small achievement for a 


young man just out of college, but Mr. 
Chanler did not rest on his laurels. 
About two years ago he joined Tam- 
many Hall.

His friends and 
his family now believed him lost indeed, 
but he soon emerged from the struggle

Then the war with Spain became the

He was one of tha 
first to offer his ser%7ices to the country. 
As soon as it seemed likely that the 
government would issue a call for 
troops he set about recruiting a regi- 
ment of volunteers, which he proposed 
to equip and arm at his own expense. 
His offer was refused by Governor 
Black; but, undaunted, he left New 
York .for Tampa, intending,/with a few 
companions, to join the staff of Lacret, 
the Cuban leader. He was delayed long 
enough to receive a commission from 
the president, which conferred upon him 
the duties of assistant adjutant general, 
with the rank of captain. He was as-- 
signed to General Wheeler's staff. Cap. 
tain Chanler served through the Santi- 
ago campaign, being several times un- 
der fire and receiving mention for gal- 
lant conduct in action in General 
Wheeler's dispatches to the war depart- 
ment. 
He was honorably discharged from the 


army on Oct. 3. Mr. Chanler Is a good 
looking young fellow, with a resolute, 
close shaven face and an athletic body, 
though tall and slight. He is thorough- 
ly in earnest and despite his wealth has 
been in every way the architect of hia 
career.

POST OFFICE MAY STAY. 


In Its Prestnt Location, by Possible 


Rearrangement. To be Set. 


tied Soon. 


There has been much Interest In the 


future location of the post office during 
the past few weeks, since the 
an- 


nouncement that the department was 
ready to receive proposals for the new 
lease which must be made this spring. 
The inspector will be in the city again 
early in March, and it is expected that 
at that time the matter will be prac- 
tically decided. 


There have been a number of new 


locations suggested, both 
on 
Main 


street and in other places. There was 
some talk for a time of fitting: up one 
of the stores in the new State street 
hotel block for the post office, while a 
store in one of the new bank street 
blocks was talked of. 


It has been found, however, that it 


\vill be possible by a rearrangement 
of the present office to make room 
enough for the post office to do all its 
work, and it is possible that if no bet- 
ter location is offered the office will re- 
main where it is. There will have to be 
more room made, of course, as the de- 
partment is now considerably cramped 
for space. 


j 
One of the changes, if the office re- 
' mams in its present location, will prob- 


ably be the removal of a large number 
of the boxes. On account of the free de- 
livery there are nearly half of these 
that are not used, and it is not prob- 
able that the growth of the city would 
very materially increase the number 
rented. The extra ones can therefore 
be removed, making more room and at 
the same time making the distribution 
of mail considerably more convenient. 


It is probable that the present lo- 


cation is as convenient for the public 
as any that has been si g-gested, and 
that the public would be glad to see it 
remain where it is. There is one im- 
provement that should be made in the 
building, however, if HIP- office is to 
remain there through another winter, 
and that is a set of steps at the en- 
trance. The present steps are extreme- 
ly dangerous in slippery weather, and 
many a fall has been taken there this 
winter. Thia is not considered a dig- 
nified characteristic for a government 
building.
